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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
doesn't show the combination of a packaging machine having a longitudinal seal former 
that forms a strip into a cylindrical shape, lateral seal former that seals the bottom and 
top of the cylindrical shape, a filling unit, a cutter that cuts the sealed pack, a packaging 
discharge unit that discharges the finished pack, a housing, a weighing bucket in the 
housing receiving the finished pack, a load cell that measures the weight of the package 
in the bucket, a discharge chute that discharges the weighed package outside of the 
machine, a lid in the discharging chute and pivoting in a vertical plane for discharging 
defective packs that were weighed by the load cell and do not meet a weight range from 
a defective pack outlet and a discharging guide affixed to the lid that contacts and 
guides the defective packs discharged from the defective pack outlet to a recovery box.
